48,000 Long Tons 
Of Bombs Dropped 
On Reich in 1944 


LONDON, April 5—(CP)—R.A.F. 
bombers dropped more than 48,000 
long tons of bombs on Germany 
during the first three months of 
1944 compared with 2,400 tons drop- 
ped on Britain by the Germans dur- 
ing the same period, Sir Archibald 
Sinclair, air secretary, told the 
House of Commons today.

Permit Figures Up 


During the first three months of this 
year 89 permits for the erection of new 
dwellings were taken out in Edmonton, 
and 110 permits for alterations. Fourteen 
permits were issued for new commercial 
buildings and 26 for alterations, and for 
the erection of three institutional buildings. 

In all these particulars, and for the 
total investment planned, the figures are 
well over those of last year, in some 
instances far in excess. Last summer was 
an active construction season, as active as 
labor and materials permitted. The direct 
inference is that the coming summer will 
be still busier, since the permit figures are 
much higher, and as both material and 
labor promise to be somewhat more plenti- 
ful—or less scarce. 

Winter has broken fairly early and 
favorable weather seems to be in prospect. 
With so extensive a program, and builders 
and materials certain to be in keen de- 
mand, it is to be supposed that those who 
plan to build will get their operations under 
way as quickly as possible. That will be 
necessary if full advantage is to be taken 
of the circumstances. Delay now may 
mean disappointment as the summer draws 
toward a close.

The Stock Sales 


The history of the horse sales at La- 
combe and Red Deer are being repeated 
at Calgary, where high quality beef cattle 
in particular are bringing high prices and 
apparently meeting a ready demand. 

More than 900 entries have been made 
for Edmonton’s Spring Stock Show and 
Sale, which takes place next week, and 
extra accommodation has been found 
necessary. There is every reason to sup- 
nose that the event here will be marked, 
like those at these other points, by brisk 
buying and good prices. Stock-growing is 
going strong on the farms in central and 
northern Alberta, as on the ranches in the 
south. 

Behind this demand for good breeding 
stock, and inspiring it, is confidence that 
years must elapse before the world supply 
of meat and other animal products will 
slacken, and corresponding confidence that 
the horse will continue to be the prime 
mover on farms of moderate size, No- 
where can this emphasis on stock-growing 
be more appropriate than in the country 
around Edmonton, and no centre in Can- 
ada stands to profit more certainly from 
the expansion and prosperity of that 
branch of agriculture. 
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Russian Bogey Again 


The National Film Board has been un- 
der fire in the House of Commons for is- 
suing pictures which deal with Soviet 
Russia. One indignant member alleged that 
these films were nothing but Soviet pro- 
paganda and that the Film Board was 
“selling” Communism when it should have 
been “selling” Canadianism, 

There is a serious danger that the cur- 
rent Russophilia may be overdone. There is 
no doubt that there are some Canadians 
who are becoming more Russian than the 
Russians. But this absurd international 
posturing will certainly never throw Can- 
ada into the lap of Communism because the 
general effect of these exaggerations is to 
make Communism ridiculous. The sense of 
humor of the Canadian people is an effect- 
ive antidote to any overdone propaganda, 

In the meanwhile, there is a very press- 
ing need for a broad and general Canadian 
understanding of Russian aims and ob- 
jects, both in a political and social way. 
Canadians need to know Russia, not be- 
cause they are going to adopt the Russian 
way of life, but because they have become 
Russia's close neighbors. 

To raise the ragged Soviet bogey again 
at this stage is not only unwise but a trifle 
Billy.

On the Spot 


If any of Hitler's satellite states was in 
position to count itself secure against at- 
tack, it was Hungary. Planted in the middle 
of Europe, with Nazi-occupied country all 
about it, none of the others could boast of 
equal geographic immunity from Allied as- 
sault. 

But Hungary has found out that the 
continent is not broad enough to make it 
safe against Allied bombers, while to the 
east Russian artillery is within range of the 
border. The bombers blasted the capital 
city of Budapest twice within 24 hours. 
Their particular targets were the railway 
terminals from which lines radiate in all 


directions,

Delay Does No Good 


Nothing apparently has yet been done 
to end the deadlock between the Dominion 
Government and the coal operators, nor to 
get the Edmonton mines back into produc- 
tion under a temporary arrangement while 
the matter in dispute is investigated and 
settled. + 

As the situation stands, the initiative 
rests with the Government. The operators 
say they cannot and will not carry on un- 
der the proposed sliding scale subsidy with 
65 cents a ton as the maximum. They de- 
mand 79 cents a ton on each ton mined. 
Presumably the Government thinks this 
demand to be excessive; as the operators 
claim the subsidy scale offered is too low. 

If coal were a luxury no great harm 
might come of letting the dispute simmer. 
But coal is a necessity and procrastination 
will be both costly and dangerous. If the 
maintenance men are withdrawn, as the 
operators say will be done, the mines will 
soon go out of condition and can only be 
restored at heavy expense. And sooner or 
later they will have to be put into oper- 
ation again, for the coal is needed. Mean- 
while the miners are going back to farms 
and the army and looking for employment 
elsewhere, 


There is no probability that the diffi- 
culty will solve itself, Action is needed, and 
the sooner it is taken the better. The con- 
sumer is in no position to judge what sub- 
sidy the operators should have; but what 
he does know is that Edmonton’s power 
plant has a none too large stock pile, and 
that he is going to need ‘coal to heat his 
home or store before many months have 
gone by. He is looking to the Government 
to protect him against having to overpay in 
price or subsidy; but even more to protect 
him against a coal famine. 

The mines should be got back into pro- 
duction without more loss of time, by what- 
ever means are necessary. The subsidy 
question can be threshed out afterward.

Our press 
found little interesting in it, but it 
was revealing and important. Mr. 
Churchill is a Tory. But what he 
proposed for Britain went much 
farther than anything promised, per- 
formed, or suggested by Mr. Roose- 
velt at the height of the new deal. 

Our disappointment came from 
the fact that he did not deal with 
foreign policy. But this part of his 
speech was foreign politics, For 
| everything that indicates the social | 


future of a major belligerent is a 
large factor in foreign politics, 

Mr. Churchill, for instance, in 
outlining a grandoise plan for pub- 
lic housing, claimed the right of 
the government to take all the land 
needed for it, with compensation at 
1939 values, And from this and pre- 
vious speeches, it is perfectly clear 
that Britain intends to develop a 
largely planned economy in which 
private enterprise, as during the 
war, though maintained will be 
made subservient to the plans and 
interests of the community as a 
whole, 

Consider, now, General de 
Gaulle’s speech in Algiers on 
March 18. It is a plan for a semi- 
socialist France. He promised the 
outright confiscation of unreason- 
able war profits, especially of those 
fortunes made by _ collaboration 
with the Germans, the socialization 
of natural resources and the key 
heavy industries based upon them, 
and the right of labor to full em- 
ployment. Again the idea is the 
primacy of the general welfare 
over all private interests. General 
de Gaulle is not a radical. In fact 


he belongs to the same social class 
from which Mr, Churchil! comes, 
He can only be reflecting what he 
is convinced is the minimum will 
of the French majority. 

* * * 


The Italian situation, that is bas- 
ically no different, has become 
acute, At the moment, and since 
Soviet recognition of Badoglio, we 
have heard accusations of unilat- 
eral action of one power without 
the others, But the issue of the 
Italian future is not changed by 
any of this.

The Diocesan Council, 
which co-ordinates the work of the 
Diocesan Subdivisions, and is the 
connecting link between them, and 
the National organization. 

Mrs. G. Dearing is president of 
the last group mentioned. The Sen 
ior Subdivision looks after the wel- 
fare of the different charitable or- 
ganizations of the Catholic church 
in Edmonton, and is made up of 
the Catholic women in all the par- 
ishes of the city.
